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The Downfall of n Mighty Power.
¥or more than thirty years precesding the
Rebellion, the Democratic party ruled this
country. During that period they ocarried
evory Presidential election but two; and in
regard to those two shey reaped the substantial
fruits of victory through the deaths of Presi-
dents Harrigon and Taylor and the defection of
their sucopssors.

It was during this period that the slave
power became first an active and then a domi-
pant element in the politica of the country.
The great statesmen of the Roevolutionary era
had passed away. The principles of civil
liberty which they had inculeated had appa-
rently lost their hold upon the people, The
institution of African slavery, which had been
meorely tolerated by the fathers as an effete
and decaying evil, soom to pass away, had
now, throngh the great increase in the produe-
tion and value of the cotton erop, become a
vast and powerful interest, fortitied both by
the love of gain and the Iust of dominion.
The slave power began to loom up in our
politica. It was sectional in its character,
aristooratio in its form, thorounghly consoli-
dated, utterly nungorupulous, and ambitions of
the complete control of the Government. It
took possession of the organization of the
Democratic party, and used it as an instrument
for obtaining and perpetuating power. The pro-
blem was comparatively asimpleone. The slave
power was practically a united South upon all
political issues. It was only necessary, there-
fore, to carry one or two Northern States in
any P'residential or other important election,
to secure the trinmph of the Democratio
ticket. The Northern members of the party
werp satisfled with their share of the offices,
while they left the political power of the
party to be wielded by its Southern leaders.
The slave interest was satisfied with power:
its Northern allies with plunder. Upon this
basis, and by this plan of action, the Damo-

oratic party held almost uninterrupted posses-

slon of the Government from 1529 to 1861,
During all this time the Northern Democrats
were the supple tools of the slave power. It
multiplied its exactions from them with a most
merciless avarice, but they yielded averything,
that they might hold on to the Federal patron-
age. DPolitically the combination, while a
very simple and obvious one, was most power-
ful. It wasa united South, held together and
consolidated by a great pecuniary and social
interest, and ruling the nation at the cheap
price of giving to the Northern Democracy a
ghare of the public plunder.

This combination at last failed, owing to two
causes—first, the rapid growth of the North
necessitating o constantly increasing element
of that section to co-operate with the South to
geoure the trinmph of the Democratic party :
and, second, the increasing demands of the
glave power itself, in the line of its logical
development, which tended constantly to pro-
duce & greater union of feeling st the North.
The break came in 1860, when the Democratic
party split, and the power of the nation passed
from its hands.

This old alliance between the Democratic
party and the slave power furnishes the true
key to the position of that party during and
gince the war. The constant hope of its
leaders hag been to get buck to the old order
of things, where a consolidated South acting
with & few States of the North should be able
to rule the country. This explains why all
through the war the Demooratic leaders were
g0 anxious that the institution of slavery
should be preserved. They knew that it had
been an element of politieal power, and they
wished to make it again available when the
war should be over. This explaing MeClel-
lan's tactice, He was fighting a great political
battle. His object was so to conduoct military
operations as to leave the way open at any
time for a renewal of the old political union
between the slave power and the Democratio
party. But the great forces which lny at the
bottom of the mighty struggle could not be
controlled by the strategy of scheming politi-
cians, whether in the army or out of it.

This explains, too, the tactics of the Demo-
eratio party on the guestion of reconstruction.
They have had one, and but one, guiding
principle, and that has been to restore the
Rebol States to power in the Union in just that
shape which would make them most subser-
fent to the ends of the party. Henee their
endorsement of President Johnson's State
Governments, organized on the old aristo.
oratic basis of class interests and minority
rule. Such organizutions would make a new
geotional interest around which to consolidate
the South. Hence their anxioty to sevare the
unconditionnl admission of these Presiden-
tially reconstructed States into the Union.
The old taotivs of a united Southern vote for
the Demooratic party conuld be repeated with
the promise of the ancient success, And
hence, finally, their rage and gnashing of
teoth over the Congressional plan of recon-
struction, which, by doing away with class
rule in the South,and by providing for the reor-
ganization of the Rebel Htates npon the basis
of demovratic equality, at once and forever de-
gtroys that soctional bond of interdst that
for forty years held the South as a separate
and distinot power in the Governmoent, and
made its union with the Demooratic party one

o1 o most powerful polibical organiaations of

modorn btimes, It is the death struggle
of & dynasty that we have been witnoss-
ing in the old Democratic party fnally
giving up the ghost. Its last lingering hope of
life Iny in the suoccess of President Johnson's
plan of reconstruction. With the loss of this
all i gono, and nothing more remains but te
aroet the tombatone, and write the epitaph.

The Failure of the Tarifl Bill,
Tur late honr of the session at which the
amended Tardl bill reachod the Houss of
Representatives has resulted, ad many of the
friende of the bill feared it would, in the loss
of the mensure 0 far as the predent Congresa
is oconcerned. The original bill passed the
House of Representatives last session, and was
sent to the Senate. That body took no final
action upon it until the 24 of February, when
it pnssed almost entirely o new bill, The ene-
mics of the bill delayed action upon this
amended bill in the House by amendments,
speeches, ete., until the session was so far
gone that there was no chance of getting final
action on it except by suspending the rules,
which requires a two-thirds vote. Several
efforts of that kind were made yesterday, but
without success, and Mr, Morrill, who had the
bill in charge, finally gave up the contest.
The test vote upon suspending the rules re-
sulted as follows—yeas, 106; nays, 62. We
append the vote in full, that the peoplo may
gorutinize the actions of their constituents,

The politioal complexion of the vote is, for
the Tarlff bill, 100 Republicans and 5 Demo-
orats; against the bill, 20 Republicans and 33
Democrats, The Republican votes against the
bill are almost entirely from the Western
States.

The defeat of the bill is due to a variety of
causes.  Prominent among which is the olash-
ing of varions intorssts, each seeking for a
high rate &‘pmtm:tiuu to itself, and regardless
of the genuine interests of the country.

A Teachers’ Institute for Philadelphia.
Ix many of the counties of the State, Teachers'
Iustitutes have been in snccessful operation
for a number of years past, their results fully
justifying the time, trouble, and expense at-
tending them, It is a matter of surprise that
nothing of the kind has been attempted in this
city heretofore, Some of the teachers of our
public  schools, however, have rocently
awakened to the expediency of organizing
such an institution, and we see that the aet of
incorporation has already passed the lower
House of the Legislature, After enumerating
the corporators, and specilying the usual
powers conferred npon such bodies, the act
in question provides that ;:—

“The objocts and deslgns of the sald corporas-
tion shall be the Improvement of the teschers
of the publie sehools of the olty and county of
Philadelphin, by means of leolures, essays, and
disoussions jupon educational toples; practical
{Hostrations of modes of teaghing; the forma-
tion of s tenchers’ Ubrary; by readiogs and
olher eloontiongry exercises, and by such olher
means as may from time to tlme be determined
elther by the by-laws or resolutions of sald
corporation; and it shall also be lawful for the
snid corporntion to recelve any real or personal
eswate, by gift, grant, bargain, sale, wlll, or
beguest, from a::!v Wwrson or persons whomso-
ever: and Lo hold the same upon trust, to apply
the income thereof to the rellef, of those who
bhave begn, are, or may be teachers in the lpnu!.lu
schools of the sald eity nud county of Philadel-
phia, *who, by infirmity of years, slckness, or
other disabllity, may need rellef, in such man-

ner and under such restrictions and provisions
As the sald by-laws may provide.™

The clanse above which provides for the
relief of sick, infirm, and disabled teachers is a
wise one: and If the institution is cleverly
managed, we doubt not but that much of the
want and snffering which now prevails among
the worn-out instructors of our youth will be
happily done away with.

“T'he Death of Signor Natale Perelli.
Braxor NATALE PERELLI, a composer and
teacher of music who stood In the very front
rank of his profession, departed thia llfe at &
quarter past nine o'clock last evening, ol is
resldence on Chesnut street, below Thirteenth,
Deecased was still in the prime of life, and had
been 11l but & short time, although bis death
had beon for some days past antieipated by his
medical attendants. Yesterday morning, how-
ever, he was somewhat stronger than he had
boen on the previous day—so much 80, In fact,
as to give his friendsa falnt hope of bis ultimate
recovery. He retained a perfect oconselonsnass
of all his surroundings until within a fow hours
of his death; and whon he was called from his
earthly labom, 1t was with a fiem faith and
peaceful reslgnation that he breathed his last,
The career of Signor Perelll was orowned with
the greatest sucoess and the highest honors of
bis favorite art, He was eminent a8 Noom-
poser, a8 an artlat, and as s tesoher, Haﬂl
o natlve of Milan, Tialy, where he was born
in the year 1610, being, consaquon buat Arky-
oneyears of age. His fmily mu{; onsy oir-
cumsiances, and &5 1n sarly lite he displayed a

placed in the cslobrated Conservatoire of Musio
in his mative olly, where he npent several
yearn in devotad application Lo tho art.

Grand Operant Si. Pelorsburg, and a brother of
Glorgio Ronoonl, the famous byfly of Maretesl’s
troupe.

Hignor Perelll nohieved the bighest honors of
his olass, and os soon s he was free from the
conservatolre he devoled all his time and
énargles to composition, Hix ficst production
WAS the comls opera of Osi non Owfi, which,
although composed w0 carly In 1ifo, met with
such fiattering success that it still holds Its
place ne n favorite upon the italinn stage, The
grand opera ol the Contrabandierre, and Kubse
quently that of Clarissa Harlowe, followed; both
were eminently sncoessful, more ssposinily the
Intter, which was first pat upon the stage at
Viennn. The grand speclacular opern ol Hel-
shazzar followed al & subsequent pertod, fully
Susisining the reputation of the composor,
The copyrights of most of these oporas
are owned In Furope, where they still
continue  favorites, especially In Italy
and Spain, but they have seldom beeu
put upon the slage in this conntry, At thetime
of hils death Bignor Perelll 1oft two great works
In manuseript, Clara di Mowtalvo, and ol
di Sperlinga, which are now in the posMeaaion
of his exeoutors, Conatant Guillon and Alfred
F. Durand, Esqs., and are sald to be fully aqual
Besides the
operas given above, Bignor Perelll composed

! R Grand Mass, which was suoosssfolly per-

formed at the Musioal Fond Hall, in this olty,
A0mo years ngo, Last summer, alio, while on
A voyage across the Atlantio, he composed the
Kyrieand Qloria of another Mass which pro-
mised, when completed, Lo be a musierpleos,

Such was Sigoor Perelli’s career as a com-
poser, His eareer as an artisl was even more
sucoessiul, Having accepted the Direotorship
ol the Grand Opera at Amstordam, he conduooted
It with great success for some time, On one
oecasion the prineipal tenor of the troupe, who
was (o have waken the role of “Edgardo,” in
Lucia di Lammermoor, falled to make his ap-
pearance, and Signor Perelll, without any spe-
cinl preparation, went upon the slage and
took the part of the missing siloger, His
rendition of the role was 80 suceessful, that he
became al onee the attraction of the troape, ap-
pearing nilght after night in Luela, Frnand,
Sonnambula, Luerecia, and other favorite operns,
By this mere aceident the course of his life was
materially changed, ns for some years he re-
mained on the stage, performing successively
in the leading citles of the Contlonent, He then
neeupled o tempting offer froma Martl, Director
of the Tapoon Theatre, Hovanoa, where his saoccess
was s unqualified as 1L had been In the Old
World. Martl's troupe subsequently appeared
at Boston, and In August, 15847, 4t the Walnuot
Street Theatre, In this ohiy, where Signor
Perelll, on his fivst appearince, took captive all
hearts. On this occasion he nssumed his great
role of “"Ernanl,"” in which, as well as In
“Edgardo,” he was considerad the best that has
ever appeared In the United States,

Blgnor Perelll returned to Havana for a time,
but In 1845 hie agein came to Philadelphis, to
take purt in the represontation of the Stabal
Mater, Several of the wealthlest and mosg
influential citizens of Philadelphla then pre-
valled upon him to make this eliy his perma-
nent home, which it continpned to be until the
duy of his death, his time belng devoted prin-
olpally to the teaching of muslo, in whlch ooci-
pution henchieved a marked suceess numbering
among his puplls mapy of the most cultivated
and suecossful of our native artists. During
the tour of Jenny Lind through the United
Stotes, he agaln went upon Lhe stage, ncoom-
panying the great songsiross, as her princlpal
lenor, to New York, Baltimore, aud Boston. Two
years ago he organlged his pupils Into an ama-
teur troupe, and at thelr head goave Lwo sengons
of private operatie entertalnments, which were
marked by unqualified sucowss, Of thesde, his
own work of Clarfssa Harlows was one of the
chief attraotions, bnt the repertoire embraced
likewise Lucrecia, La Favorita, Linda, and
other works of the gront muasters, Another
privite season of these enlertalnments was In
contemplation when Slgnor Perelll was pros-
trated by his last sickness,

Such was the eventful carcer of a oltizen of
whom Philadelphia has had good reason Lo be
proud. In the graces of private life he was not

| less accomplished than in thoss acquirements

which rendered his public career 8o successful,
Those who enjoyed his Intimate friendship

I estecmed him highly as the possessor of troe

gentlemanliness and perfect uprightuess, The
vold which his death creates will be not less
warked in a large private cirele than it ls in the
ranks of those who are devoted to the art of
which he was a master,
